Plans for the celebration of July 4 Two hundred and fifty-eight members 
in Boston were announced today by John 
F. Dever, director of public celebrations, 
along lines recommended by the commit- 
tee on observance of holidays of the 
Public Recreation League. 

A proposition has been made for a 
“new citizens’ dinner,” to which all men 
who have been naturalized since last 
July 4 would be invited as the city’s 
guests, to hear addresses in several lan- 
guages on American citizenship and his- 
tory, this to become an annual fixture 
for this day. 

There is to be a Citizens’ Independence 
Day Association of* 200 to 500 men and 
women, intended to include representa- 
tives of the whole community and all its 
interesta. They will have a voice in ar- 
ranging the program ard in carrying it 
out through an executive committee of 
12, acting with the director, and aided 
by such sub-committees.as may be found 
necessary. 

Letters have been sent to several hun- 
dred organizations and to individuals who 
are known to be personally interested in 
such matters. The organizations are 
asked to name five representatives each 
to a public meeting to be held in the old 
aldermanic chamber next Friday at 4 p. m. 
at which plans for July 4 will be pre- 
sented and discussed. An executive com- 
mittee is to be elected and will then 
meet at once to organize and work out 
in detail a complete program for Inde- 
pendence day, based upon the discussion 
of the large mass meeting. The director 
and the executive committee will carry 
out the agreed-upon program as soon as 
it has been approved, with the aid of 
such sub-committees as are needed. 

For Independence day this year the 
traditional features will be retained and 
some new ones added. There will be the 
bell ringing and chime playing, the read- 
ing of the Declaration of Independence, 
the oration, band concerts and fireworks 
in various parts of the city, boat racing 
on Charles river basin and athletic meet 
on Boston Common. 

Special attention is to be given to a 
water carnival on Charles river basin 
in the evening, and, if found feasible, in 
the day also. The evening features in- 
clude a boat parade at dusk, with illumi- 
nation of boats and bridges, fireworks 
and band concerts on the water. Efforts 
will be made to interest owners of larger 
yachts and motor boats to take part in 
order that the water parade may be on 
a grander scale than heretofore carried 
out. The city of Cambridge will be in- 
vited to cooperate.

of Bachelor of Science. Twenty-two stu- 


dents received the degree of Master of 
Science while six received the degree of 
Doctor of Philosophy. The exercises took 
place in Huntington hall. 

One of the features of Dr. Maclaurin’s 
address to the graduates was the an- 
nouncement of the reorganization of the 
geological department whereby there is 
to be a great development of research 
work under the direction of Prof. Wal- 
demar Lindgren of the United States 
geological survey, who succeeds Dr. T. A, 
Jagger, Jr. 

Dr. Maclaurin’s address followed the 
reading of extracts from the 12 best 
theses written by the members of the 
class. He said in part: 

The Corporation has recently agreed 
through its executive committee, to 
strengthen the department of geology by 
founding the William Barton Rogers pro- 
fessorship of economic geology. This is 
to be an endowed chair devoted chiefly to 
scholarly research in the domain of ge- 
ology, and its first occupant is to be 
Prof. Waldemar Lindgren, chief geologist 
to the United States Government, a 
member of the National Academy of 
Sciences and a worthy successor to Rog- 
érs in the field of his own specialty. 

“The story of Rogers’ life has been 
fittingly told by a member of the insti- 
tute’s faculty and these volumes are 
accessible to all who may be interested. 
We are not so fortunate with regard to 
Walker and I hope that while the mate- 
rial is available and men who knew 
Walker intimately are still with us, the 
story of Walker’s life will be told with 
something of the same skill as bas been 
shown in portraying Rogers. Those two 
men, more clearly than any others, have 
set forth the ideals for which the insti- 
tute stands, but I do not wish to inti- 
mate that by knowing their history vou 
know the whole story of the institute. 

“And so we have entered upon the 
second half-century of our history in 
very different circumstances from those 
in which the first was begun. I -need 
scarcely say that this first academic 
year of the new era must long be a 
memorable one with institute men I 
congratulate the class of 1912 on bearing 
a name—]912—that must mark an epoch 
in the institute’s history; the year in 
which the new site was acquired.”

GUBA SENATE TAKES 
ACTION ON MEASURE 
ASKED BY MR, GOMEZ 


HAVANA, Cuba—The Cuban Senate | 


today passed a bill granting the request 
of ‘President Gomez, conveyed in a special 
message, that he be allowed to suspend 
the constitutional guarantees in such 
portions of the island as he deems neces- 
sary and a special hour session was 
ordered to determine whether the order 
shall be applicable to all parte of the 
country. 

The President’s message also was,con- 
veyed ‘to the House which referred ,the 
matter to the committee on laws and an 
extra session was called to discuss the 
momentous question, which it was be- 
lieved, marked the crucial point in deal- 
ing with the insurrection. 

The “government has been unable to 
copfirm the weported outbreaks in the 
pravinee of Havara, but there is con- 
siderable alarm about the attitude of 
thé local negroes. 

It was reported teday that a rebel 
band had invaded the village of Wajay in 
this province. , The situation at Daiquiri, 
where the negroes attacked the plant of 
the Spanish-American Iron Company, is 
said to be much improved. 

Mendia reports skirmishes re- 
cently around La Gloria, where there 
are upward of 2000 rebels. At Hatillo 
there are about 1000 rebels, with still 
another corps of 800 under Zapata not 
Mar distant. Skirmishing continues in 
the region between San Luis, Guantanamo 
and Santiago.

INGREDIENTS IN PLACE 
OF WOOL MEAN SAVING 


The European bureau of the 
Monitor has been able to arrange 
with F. R. Rhodes, a director of 
Wileocks & J. Rhodes, Ltd., of 
Birstal and Batley, Yorkshire, for 
a series of articles on the subject 
of the textile woolen industry.

LONDON—The ever increasing de- 
mand for a cheaper class of cloth has 
made it quite impossible to use pure 
wool to any large extent in its produc- 
tion, and so it will no doubt be of inter- 
est to hear of a few substitutes which 
are in general use. 

Shoddy and mungo easily come first 
as ingredients of the well known “wool- 


en cloths” of Yorkshire. 


qualities of both shoddy and mungo is 
the class of wool which has been used in 
the manufacture of the original cloths 
from which they have begn obtained. 

The rags which are to be made into 
mungo go through a variety of interest- 
ing processes before being ready for use 
in the blending department. The first 
of these operations consists of what is 
known as dusting. It is most important 
that this should be done thoroughly, it 
being of considerable importance that 
the rags be properly sorted to insure 
uniformity in the finished goods. For 
this purpose a machine locally known 
as a “devil” is used, containing a large 
roller or cylinder covered with strong 
steel teeth. These teeth pick up the rags 
which are thrown into the machine, and 
without tearing them, thoroughly shake 
all dust and loose matter, leaving them 
clean and ready for the sorters, who 
place them in separate classes ‘according 
to color, quality and fiber (animal, veg- 
etable or mixed). 

The rags are now ready for the grind- 
ing machines. Before being put through 
this process they must be properly pre- 
pared by oiling and sometimes by water 
to get them into “condition” for grind- 
ing.

when an economical method of extracting 
the metal from its common ores {% dis- 
covered. During recent years the cost of 
production and the price have been 
greatly reduced by the employment of 
the electric furnace. But the ore used 
almost exclusively is bauxite, a compar- 
atively rare mineral. No method for util- 
izing aluminum silicates, found every- 
where in great abundance, has been per- 
fected. This is one of the great unsolved 
problems of modern metallurgy. To the 
solution of the problem, what is said to 
be an important contribution has been 
made by Alan Kissock, who was gradu 
ted ...from the Colorado School of 
Mines. His thesis, which dealt with the 
extraction of aluminum from its silcates, 
won the Edward Stober prize for the best 
thesis on a metallurgical subject, and it 
is pronounced by those who have read it 
to be a considerable step toward cheaper 
aluminum.

To this add a 
heaping tablespoonful of butter, melted, 
and a beaten egg, fill the tomatoes with 
this forcemeat, lay the tops on again, 
and fasten in place with a toothpick or 
a piece of thread. Roll the tomatoes 
first in raw egg beaten up with a little 
water, then in fine breadcrambs, arrange 
in a pan, and bake 15 minutes in a 
steady oven.

Weigh two eggs, take their 
weight in sugar, in butter and in flour, 
cream the butter and sugar, add to them 
the eggs, whipped light, and then put 
in the flour mixed with a half-teaspoon- 
ful of baking powder. Pour this mixture 
over the preserves in the dish, and bake 
to a good brown. A few minutes before 
taking the dish from the oven rub the 
top of the paste with butter or with 
raw egg. 


SMARTEST ARE THE SIMPLEST 


Children’s clothes 
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LOTHES for small children are 

smartest when simplest nowadays. 
That fact speaks volumes for the increas- 
ing good taste among American mothers, 
but it does not by any means im- 
ply that those mothers give less thought 
and care to the dressing of their small 
folk than they once did, according to the 
New York Sun. 

On the contrary, smart simplicity is a 
matter calling for more ingenuity in de- 
signing than any amount of elaboration. 
One may dress a small girl or boy pret- 
tily, modishly and simply by merely buy- 
ing with taste moderately priced ready-

Cretonnes can be bought from 16 cents 
up, and perfect beauties come for 35 
and 45 cents a yard, writes Lucy Abbot 
Throop in the Woman’s Home Com- 
panion: Choose a design that is suit- 
able for the room in whith it is to be 
used, and wash a sample of it before 
buying, to see what effect soap and 
water have on it. 

If you do not care to put away your 
winter curtains they can be covered 
with curtain bags and hang in peace, 
with pretty cretonne to protect them 
from dust. These bags are usually 
two widths of material sewed together, 
and the curtain is simply dropped inside. 

You must first have an idea of the 
amount of material needed-for the fur- 
niture and curtains. If you do not wish 
curtain bags, but prefer regular side 
curtains, it is an easy matter to meas- 
ure for them—a strip at each side; 
more if the window is wide and they 
are to be drawn at night. An allow- 
ance must also be made for the Valance. 
With the calculation made for the cur- 
tains, we can begin measuring and plan- 
ning for the chairs. 

Each chair must be taken by itself, 
unless of course they belong to a set 
and are alike.

the chair has a stuffed back, carry the 
tape measure across, to allow for band, 
pinch up two more inches and pin; 
then carry the tape down the front of 
the back and tuck it in between the 
back and the seat until it almost 
reaches the frame, then carry it across 
the seat and pinch up two inches at the 
front edge of the seat, and then carry it 
down to the floor. Add two pieces at 
the sides, from the floor to the top of 
the seat, allowing two inches for seam, 
and if there are arms, carry the tape 
from the floor over the arms, allowing 
two inches at the top of the arm for 
the seam, and also allow for the tuck- 
away between the seat and the arm of 
the chair. 

This will give a general estimate for 
the amount needed for each chair, but 
the design of cretonne naturally has a 
great deal of influence, for it must be 
placed to its best advantage. Large fig- 
ures should be used symmetrically, and 
not placed haphazard. Stripés should 
run true and straight. 

Thirty or 36-inch material is usually 
the best to use, as it is wide enough 
for the average chair and can be seamed 
when necessary. Seams should be made 
at the sides, so the covers wil] last 
longer. If the ehair has not a stuffed 
back, or is not very thick, it does not 
need a band, and then but two inches 
need be pinched up at the top of the back, 
in order to allow for seams. Slip covers 
must never be tight, mor must they be 
too loose.

WAYS TO. REGULATE 
WING OF WIRELESS 


(By the United Press) 


the loss of the Titanic when erroneous | 
Wireless reports were circulated and 
many legitimate messages lost, will oc- 
cupy a large share of the attention of 
the international conference on wireless 
telegraphy scheduled to open here today. 

Thirty-five of the principal nations 
having maritime interests, including the 
United States, are represented by the 
140 delegates who have been officially 
welcomed by Postmaster-General Samuel. 

Owing to the great advance made in 
wireless telegraphy since the last inter- 
national conference held in Berlin in 1906, 
the methods of operation agreed to then 
have become obsolete and the present 
conference will revise them. 

It is proposed to draw up a set of in- 
ternational regulations for the rigid su- 
pervision of wireless, 
be separately adopted by each 
participating in the conference. 

The American delegates are said to 
have been officially instructed to procure 
the adoption of the following regula- 
Lions:

FRANCE TO INCREASE 
HER DIPLOMATS’ PAY 


(Special to the Monitor) 

PARIS, France—The revision of the 
salaries and allowances of French diplo- 
matic agents has just been published. 
It will be remembered that owing to a 
serious shortage in the accounts of the 
expenditure of the foreign office depart- 
ment some little time ago, an immediate 
investigation of the accounts was ord- 
ered. This precipitated the revision of 
the salaries and allowances above men- 
tioned which had been for some time 
under consideration. 

As far back as 1907 Paui Deschane!] 
made a report on this subject in which 
he said that the increase in the cost of 
living Was a logical basis for the revision 
of the salaries in this department 
throughout the whole world. In Europe 
the cost of living was by no means equal, 
he said, everywhere. In Spain, for ex- 
ample, living was cheaper than in Eng- 
land, while in Russia it was much 
dearer. There therefore a scale of 
cost of living te should be taken into 
consideration in fixing the remuneration 
of all diplomatic servants. 

It is recognized that many of the at- 
' faches at the various embassies as well 


as many of the vice-consuls are quite in- 
|adequately remunergted. The old 
‘schedule was based on the cost of living 
in Paris many years ago, and prices here 
have nearly doubled since that time 
while in some cities the cost of living is 
| much higher even than in Paris. The in- 
vestigations that have taken place have 
resulted in a readjustment of the finan- 
cial administration, whereby a saving of 
some 1,600,000 francs per annum is ef- 
fected'and a large part of this sum is 
to be appropriated for the regulating of 
those positions hitherto insufficiently 
paid. 

The new regime includes a division of 
_the whole French diplomatic and con- 
\sular service into eight different sec- 
'tions with fixed salaries and allowances 
to each grade of officer in the various 
sections. Under the new arrangement 
some of the minor officials will find their 
salaries increased as much as four times 
while on the other hand some of the 
most highly paid consuls will find theirs 
considerably reduced. The proposed reg- 
ulations which have been approved by 
the government will be immediately sub- 
mitted to the Chamber on their meeting 
after the recess ;

EDITORIAL

Boston, Mass., Tuesday, June 4, 1912 


A FACTORY was in course of construction in 
Toledo, O., recently and a circumstance con- 
nected with the enterprise that arrested the 
attention of casual observers was the care 
taken to preserve some very fine old trees 
on the site. The impression made by this 
solicitude for the merely beautiful, the 
merely ornamental, was deep and lasting, so 
much so that one of the observers has felt 
constrained at length to revert to it and to 
ask why sentiment is not permitted to play a larger part generally 
in and around industrial centers. That factory is now completed 
and its value as an “improvement” is enhanced many fold by the 
presence of those fine old trees. 

It is not difficult to agree with the Toledo Blade, which, in 
commenting upon this circumstance, says it should not necessarily 
follow that because a building is given over to a manufacturing 
industry it must be ugly. There is, truly, no rule, save that of 
custom, which requires that the manufacturing building shall be 
designed upon the lines of a barn; nor after its erection does it need 
to be stained with greases and oils, to go unpainted and unwashed, 
to be surrounded with ash and cinder piles, to be a detriment rather 
than an ornament to its neighborhood. 

There is no good reason why the average industrial center 
should be repellant to every sense of taste, why it should be barren 
of trees and flowers, why its atmosphere should be heavy, dreary, 
depressing, why its tendency should often be toward the pulling 
down rather than toward the lifting up of real estate values, why it 
should be shunned rather than courted by people in general, why 
those most closely connected with it and concerned in it would rather 
turn their backs than their faces to it at any time. 

How much of the discontent of the worker and the worker's 
family—how much of the unrest in the world of industry—is due 
to the atmosphere and environment of the factory district, it would 
be hard to measure; but it 1s not so hard to draw a fair conclusion 
as to what share of responsibility the average factory neighborhood 
must take for lowering, as it often does, the character of whole dis- 
tricts of the community 1n which it is situated. There are industrial 
districts and industrial towns that have been brghtened and beautified 
by the factories, but there are not anywhere near enough of them. 


Ugliness in 
Industrial 
Districts? 
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“THE Write City” that Americans and for- 
eigners saw at Chicago in 1893 marked the 
close of one and the beginning of another 
epoch in national life, viewing it from the 
esthetic standpoint. That American archi- 
tects, artists, and capitalists cooperating 
could devise and execute such a vision of 
loveliness, at once established new standards 
ot self-esteem among their compatriats, 
raised America much in the opinion of com- 
petent foreign critics, and sent back to a thousand and one com- 
munity centers laymen with a determination to make their home 
cities take on aspects of beauty as well as of prosperity. 

The man more responsible than any other for this educational 
service done by the “‘White City,” Daniel H. Burnham, long since 
won highest recognition, at home and abroad, as a city-planner of 
rare distinction. Washington, Chicago, Cleveland, Brooklyn and 
Manila, in all their future glories, will be visible monuments to the 
breadth of his vision and the technical resources that he brought to 
a noble profession, one that has the greatest opportunities of any 
in social service and one also that can build its own most enduring 
monuments while at the same time elevating the whole scale of 
popular life, recreational, educational and artistic. 

From foreign societies, from American universities. and bv 
the suffrages of his competitors, Mr. Burnham had been honored 
with degrees, titles and offices in a way to indicate his primacy, so 
that he worked out his career free from any of those disappointments 
and misunderstandings and undervaluations that so often have been 
the lot of genius. His good fortune was to emerge at a time when 
his countrymen were simultaneously coming into possession of much 
wealth and some taste, and were disposed to rate beauty higher 
than their fathers did. Consequently from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific there are private mansions, business structures, railway 
stations, clubs and banks of an esthetic type that the fathers did not 
know. Not in these, however, is his best title to fame, but rather in 
the pioneer city-planning projects by which millions living and mil- 
lions yet unborn will enjoy as realities what he and his associates 
had the genius to dream. |

i congress to be held next October will eclipse 
all previous gatherings of the kind. Coinci- 
dently, and probably in conpection with it. 
will be held a convention of manufacturers of road construction 
machinery. The enthusiasm in behalf of good roads in some quar- 
ters of the country runs very high, and it is fanned by the program 
of the National Highway Association which provides for a most 
elaborate scheme of road building. For instance, there are to be, 
according to this plan, three east and west transcontinental routes. 
and three cross-country routes, north and south, these to be fed and 
tapped by branches. The estimated cost of such a system of high- 
ways 1s $665,000,000, with an annual fixed charge of $92,000,000 
ior maintenance. 

Here is where the good roads movement is likely to meet with 
serious obstruction. The enthusiasts are proceeding along lines that 
invite reaction. In the calm and sober judgment of the people, no 
scheme of such a comprehensive character as that proposed here 
will be approved. There are roadways extending practically across 
and up and down the country already, and many of them. These 
follow the early and natural trails. They take the course of least 
resistance. They penetrate the most fertile valleys, they climb the 
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hills, they creep along the mountain canyons; there routes that 
would not, perhaps, be chosen by the modern engit, but they are 
routes that today are courted by the tourist. Whis necessary is 
that these roadways shall be improved. They may improved at 
a fraction of what it would cost for original congction. They 
should, as far as possible, be improved and maintay at the cost 
of the states, counties and municipalities throughothe territory 
which they penetrate. In sparsely settled regions, anhrough sec- 
tions where natural conditions make improvement armaintenance 
unusually costly, federal aid should be sought an¢ranted. It 
might be even desirable that moderate federal aid be \ended gen- 
erally under certain conditions, one of the foremost ofjich should 
be a proper display of energy and enterprise in respect highways 
by local authorities. 

A great and enormously expensive new system of-aight and 
parallel roadways across and up and down the country not called 
tor. The first and most desirable thing, we believe, that good 
local and state roads shall everywhere be provided, roadhat serve 
the farmers of the various districts and center in the mé@t towns. 
Connection between the local road systems -is already \tablished 
throughout all the settled area of the United States. } cost of 
improving and maintaining these roads will, of course, ttn in the 
aggregate, be enormous, but it will be met mainly by Iq] taxing 
bodies, as it should be, instead of constituting a drain upone treas- 
ury of the nation. To involve the government in a wholes scheme 
of highway construction would be to open an opportunityor pork 
barrel legislation greater even than that afforded by thever and 
harbor appropriation bill in its palmiest days.

A MUSEUM, as the term was understood in 
its earliest American use, denoted a place for 
assembling those freaks, monstrosities and 
peculiarities such as are associated tradition- 
ally with the name of Barnum, a man whose 
opinion was that his fellow-mortals liked to 
be humbugged. But with flight of time, 
increase of culture and wealth, and waxing 
of the spirit of adventure and enterprise 
which sends collectors out to foreign parts 
to return with spoil, it so happens that now the word “‘museum” as 
used in America implies collections such as are to be found in the 
Field museum, Chicago, the Agassiz museum, Cambridge, and the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art and ghe American Museum of Natural 
History in New York city. Like modern Germany, the United 
States is realizing the profoundly serviceable nature of institutions 
which assemble typical data valuable for educational ends and making 
their appeal through the eye. Men like Alexander Agassiz, Marshall 
Field, Morris K. Jesup, J. Pierpont Morgan, and Andrew Carnegie 
have done for American communities what in Europe is oftener 
done by collective action of state or city, but the theory is the same, 
namely, the necessity of massing, in accurate order and with com- 
prehensive plan, visible and tangible evidence for student uses. 
Class room and lecture hall with their verbal and pictorial descrip- 
tions must be supplemented, if possible, with the objects themselves. 
So immense and inclusive collections are brought together, are 
spaciously housed, and are made; formally and informally, vital 
parts of the educational apparatus of the community and the area of 
which it is’ the center. 

So swift has been the multiplication of these museums during 
the past quarter of a century, and so constructive a share in national 
enlightenment do they now_perform, that their administrators and 
benefactors have found it prudent to assemble. at regular intervals 
tor discussion of the many technical and general problems involved 
in maintenance and use. To this end they are now assembled in 
New York city.

constitution of the United States gives Congress full power to change 
the standards of measurements, but that body has done little toward 
changing or reforming the old system, and probably will do little 
until the nation from which the old system was inherited shall take 
the initiative. 

The old system was born of the experience of a very practical 
and matter-of-fact people. They knew nothing and cared less for 
the “unchangeable meridian of the earth,” and they were so busy in 
their dealings with one another, being nafurally a trading people, 
that they could not wait for the introduction or perfection of the 
metric system, or for weights and measures based upon an unal- 
terable standard. Hence, they took three grains of barleycorn, 
stood them end to end, and called that. an inch. Hence also, thev 
took the average length of the adult human foot and found that it 
was equal to that of thirty-six barleycorns. Then they found a new 
measure by taking the distance from the tip of the nose to the tip 
of the finger of the outstretched arm and hand. Then they coord- 
inated the three and had their inch, foot and yard, to begin with. 
Even when they changed the inch to a thumb’s width, only a frac- 
tional alteration was made. In like manner they took the stride of 
the average man, made this a unit of measurement, as the Romans 
had done before them, and called a thousand paces a mile. A’ nail 
is the average length of the thumbnail. The cubit was originally 
the length from the elbow to the tip of the middle finger, and this 
the Anglo-Saxons readily adopted. Fathom is a word that stands 
for embrace in the old tongue, and it means the distance between 
the tips of your two hands outstretched. Pennyweights, ounces, 
pounds, stones, etc., are all equally singplt in their origin. 

The metric system has not been adopted by either the United 
States or the British government, but, nevertheless, the basis of the 
metric system is now the standard of measurements: in all civilized 
countries. There exists at Washington a federal bureau of standards 
which aims at perfection, not yet wholly achieved, in weights and 
measures. However weights and measures may differ in name, 
however the units may vary, it is the general practise now in the 
L'nited States, as in all countries, to make final reference to the metric 
standards. ‘There is hardly a session of Congress but that one or 
more bills are introduced providing for the adoption of the metric 
system by the United States, but Congresses come and Congresses 
eo and the old system remains. People in the United States and in 
the United Kingdom do not hesitate to criticize Russia for clinging 
to the old calendar, but in doing so they conveniently forget that 
they themselves are clinging to a measurement system that has been 
abandoned by every country in Europe excepting Russia and Great 
Britain, and by every considerable republic in the western hemisphere 
excepting Argentina and the United States. 
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THERE is room for many more people in 
the American West than are turning their 
footsteps in that direction at present, and 
this statement has more significance than 
would at first appear. A little while ago 
people were crowding into the West too 
fast. It was not absorbing them as rapidly 
as they came, and the West asked tor a 
breathing spell. On top of this it asked for 
appropriations for reclamation and irriga- 
ticn. It was given of both generously. Great tracts were put in 
readiness for the settler. The settler came, but he came rather 
as an individual than as part of a colony. The lure of western 
Canada interfered. It is still interfering. So long as there 
are better and cheaper lands across the border, the settler whom 
the American West is expecting is likely to be diverted from his 
natural course. 

Those who view things in their larger or continental aspect 
will deem it inconsequential whether the migration is at present 
toward the American or toward the Canadian west, knowing as 
they do that so far as the general development and prosperity of 
North America is concerned it is all the same. The leveling :process 
is going on, and in a short time the Canadian west will have nothing 
more than the American West to offer the immigrant. For the 
present the advantage of better soil is to the north, the advantage 
of better climate is to the south. From this time on, however, it 
looks as if the competition of the two sections in their contest for 
settlers would be sharper. The prairie provinces of the Dominion 
and the railroads that penetrate them are even now engaged in 
offering increased inducements to the intending mover on this side. 
And late intelligence from Chicago tells of a movement on the part 
of the reclamation service of the American government and of 
railroads in the American West that is manifestly intended to place 
some obstacles in the way of the flow of immigration toward 
Canada. A few days ago, so it is reported, a conference was held 
n the city named for the avowed purpose of inducing immigration 
‘rom the eastern states and cities to the reclaimed and irrigated 
West. Out of this conference; it is understood, will grow a 
movement intended to reawaken the people of the older section of 
the United States to the advantages offered by the newer section. 
The national government, among other things, is to be asked to 
1id in the dissemination of information bearing upon the country 
that is awaiting, with open arms, as it were, the arrival of settlers 
from the East. 

This is the first time in many years that the West has sent 
gut a general call-or invitation. There will be some, as always,

who will jump to the conclusion that if the West had anything very - 


good to offer it would have been snatched up long ago; there will 
be others, as usual, and many of them, who will immediately inquire 
what the West has and, finding that it is worth while, will not be con- 
tent until they shall have obtained a share of it. It is the fatter class" 
that usually “gets in on the ground floor;” but whether the rush shafl 
be great enough to interfere with the trend toward ,Canada, time 
alone can tell. At all events, under the impetus of the new 
movement, the West, speaking in the broad and international sense, 
must settle rather fhore evenly than it is settling at present. 9. 
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
